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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment received on 04/26/04 has been reviewed and considered with the 
following results: 

As to the rejection to the claims, under 35 U.S. C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, Applicant's 
amendments of the claims have been considered. However, there is still indefiniteriess in the 
, claims. Therefore, an Examiner's amendment is needed as set forth below. 

As to the prior art rejections, Applicant's arguments have been considered and found 
persuasive; arid amendments have overcome the prior art rejections, as such; the prior art 
rejections have been withdrawn. The case is found to be in allowance condition.

REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

5: The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest an universal clock generator circuit 
(as shown in Fig. 3), as recited in claim 1, comprising only one high frequency clock region (32) 
having only one phase lock loop (3 5) for generating high frequency clocks (CPU clocks, 
SDRAM clocks, AGP and PCI clocks), the high frequency clock region being integrated in a 
first chip; and specifically the limitation directed to a low frequency clock region connecting to 
the high frequency clock region and integrated in a second chip (31), the low frequency clock 
region including only one phase lock loop (33) for generating low frequency clocks 
(24/48/24.576/14.318 MHz. clocks), and at least one delay lock loop (34) for increasing a 
number of the high frequency clocks (buffer outputs) of the high frequency clock region. 

Claim 1 5 is allowed for similar reasons.
